A MISLEADING STATEMENT. 

The announcement made by Sir Henry 
Holland in the British House of Commons, 
that Canada possessed authority to direct the 
operations of armed cruisers without the 
consent of thé Imperial Parliament, under the 
British North American ict of 1867, 
which gave the Dominion power to 
legislate in all matters relative to 


military and naval defenses, while in accord- 
ance with facts is misleading and is intended 
to convey a wrong impression at to the right of 
the Dominion Government, without further 
legisiation, to direct the operations of the 
armed cruisersin waging hostilities against 
vessels of a foreign country. The British 
North American act—or the actof confedera- 
tion, as it is called—gave to the 
Dominion Government power to make 
laws for the peace, order and good 
government in relation to militia and 
naval defense, When the question of nava 
protection came up in conneciion with the 
fisheries protective service, aftér the abroga- 
tion of the treaty of 1854, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment passed an act organizing a marine 
police force of a civil character, which, in 
fact, was little more than a municipal force, 
When asked what he thought of the right 
of Canada to send out armed cruisers 
under existing laws, a entieman who 
for many years was idé¢ntified with 
the fisheries department here, said: I have 
very grave doubts about it.’’ Continuing, he 
said: Aware of the uncertainty of our posi-

He was asked by the 
State’s Attorney if he had met — officers on 
his way home the night of the killing, and re- 
plied that he bad not. Officers Hess and Hinkle 
of the mounted force were placed on the stand 
by the State in rebuttal, and testified that they 
bad met the defendant’ on way 
home. He was walking rapidly and when 
they spoke to him replied: For Christ's 
sake, let me alone ‘he attorneys for the 
State then undertook to rebut the testimony 
of Mrs. Dierberger afid Miss Dierberger by 
showing the discrepancy between their state- 
ments on the stand andthose made by them at 
the Coroner’s inquest. . This closed the testi- 
mony. * 

A recess was taken for one hour, and when 
court reopened Judge Thomas delivered his 
instructions. They covered murder in the 
first degree, murder in the second degree, 
manslaughter and acquittal. The man- 
slaughter instruction was on account of his 
holding a Constable’s commission. The argu- 
ments in the case are now being made.

FACES A JURY IN THE UNITED STATES 
| COURT TO-DAY. 


— 


The First of the Celebrated Election Fraud 
Cases Goes to Trial. This Morning—A 
Careful Examination of the Panel— 
Names of the Jurors Selected—Vihy 
Jacob Furth was Excused—Progress of 
the Trial. 


Peter J. Egan, who was indicted for making 
false registrations while acting as deputy re- 
corder of voters for the Tenth Ward last Sep- 
tember,was put upen trial this morning before 
Judges Brewer and Thayer anda jury in the 
United States Circuit Coyrt. On opening court 
Judge Thayer announced that the decision on 
the demurrer in the case of James H. Busby, 
who was indicted on a charge of inducing John 
Mitchell to jump his bond, would not 
be given to-day, as the Court desired to hold 
the questions under further consideration. A 
jury was then called to the box. Peter J. 
Egan, the defendant, stepped forward and 
took a place in the midst of the counsel for 
defense. At that end of the table Messrs. Win. 
O. Marshall, R. Graham Frost, C. M. Napton, 
F. M. Estes, John Overall, Krum & Jonas and 
Thos, Skinker took up position. District At- 
torney Bashaw, Assistant District Attorney 
Hatch, D. P. Dyer and James O. Broad- 
head represented the Government on the 
other side of the counsels’ table. 
When the first twelve jurors were called 
into the box, District Attorney Bashaw rose 
and made avery brief opening statement of 


the case as follows: Gentlemen, this is a case 
of the United States against Peter J. Egan, 
who stands charged with the violation of the 
election laws.’’ The District Attorney then 
asked each juror if he was prejudiced 
against the defendant, and if he 
was any relation to the defendant. Both 
questions were answered in the —— by 
each juror. The box was then turned over to 
Mr. Marshall, who in the opening statement 
slightiy enlarged upon the District Attorney’s 
presentation of the case. He said: As rep- 
resenting the defendant I wish to state to you 
that this isa prosecution in the name of the 
United States against Peter J. Egan for alleged 
misconduct as aregistrar of voters in the 
Tenth Ward of the city of St. Louis in Septem- 
ber last, the allegations of the indictment be- 
ing that he registered several persons who 
were not entitled to registration. Iwill also 
state that for the Government District Attor- 
8 Bashaw and his assistants appear with 
Col. Broadhead and Col. Dyer as special coun- 
gel. The examination of the jurors then 
opened... 
THE JURORS EXAMINED. 

M. S. Warren, a farmer, had read of the 
election frauds, but did not rely on the truth 
of 8 27 statements. Nodisqualification 
was elicited by questioning him. 

F. II. Ingalls, watch dealer and jeweler of 
this city, had read the PostT-DISPATCH expose 
of the election frauds. He stated that he was 
a member of the Law and Order League, but 
had no prejudices which would disqualify him 
from serving as a juror as far as he knew. His 
association had not retained any special coun- 
sel to prosecute this or simiiar cases. 

George L. Allen stated that he was secretary 
of tne Fulton Iron-works and lived at 2817 
Chestnut street. He entertained no prejudice 
against the defendant. 

Jacob Furth, wholesale grocer, living at No. 
1321 Dillon street, said he had a decided preju- 
dice against professional politicians, but that 
he could give the defendant or any other man 
„the benefit of an honest conviction.’’ The 
attorney for the defense did not content him- 
self with this, but continued the examination, 
during which Mr. Furth said his prejudice was 
against men who took money for political

Oscar Reid, a farmer at Ferguson and alsoa 
real estate dealer in this city, said he had no 
prejudices.

His Body Found, a Shapeless 
Mass, in the Sub-

Terrible Death of an Old and Well-Known 
Citizen This Afternoon— He Leaves a 


Written Statement to the Effect 
That He was a Victim to De- 
mentia and That He Feared 


Another of the Attacks —The Body Taken 
to the Morgue —Full Details of the Ter- 
rible Tragedy His Wife at the Southern 
still Ignorant of the Death—The State- 
ment Left by Gov. Beynolds—Sketch of 
His Life. 


A few minutes after 20’clock this afternoon 
Registry Clerk Comstock of the Post-office 
Department saw the body of aman plunge 
through the freight elevator shaft on the Le- 
cust street side of the Gevernment building. 
Asickening thud an instant later attracted 
the engineer and elevator man in the lowest 


cellar. The clerks and employes. rushed 
to the spot and found the body 
of an old mau whose white 
beard was smeared with blood. Blood 
issued from his mouth, but no signs of 
life were discovered. Plumber Byrne 
who was employed in the sub- 
basement, after taking a glance at 
the body hurried up to the Marine 


Hospital headquarters with the information 
that u man was fatally injured in the base- 
ment. The physician said that he did 
not know whether he should go or 
not, and while he was reluctantly 
coming to this conclusion Byrne ran back to 
afford what assistance he could. In the mean- 
time the man was identified as ex-Gov. T. C. 
Reynolds. Just then the fact that a 
man had fallen from the third floor 
became known on that floor through the dis- 
covery of Janitor John Shea. A painter at 
work on the door of the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office afew feet from the ele- 
vator shaft, sent Janitor Shea down stairs for 
some turpentime. On the way Shea met an 
elderly man standing at the door of the 
office of the Clerk of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. Within a minute or two 
SHEA RETORNED, 

and on passing near the elevator shaft he saw 
the vate open, and on going upon the third 
floor found a stift flat-top het with the initials 
T. C. R. in gilt letters in the bat. The hat was 
dusty and Shea’s first conclusion was that 
the etevator in its“ descent had struck some 
man standing in the entrance. On the edge of 
the shaft he found an overshoe the toe 
of which was pointed out to- 
ward theo corridor. Just then Mr. 
Joseph Clark came up from the south end of 
the corridor, and stated that he had 
seen a man disappear into the elevator 
shaft. The janitor hurried downstairs 
where they found the confirmation of their 
suspicionr The body was taken up to the 
basement floor where it was examined and 
showen that several bones had been broken 
by the terrible fall. At the suggestion of 


some of the bystanders the pockets 
‘were were searched for marks of iden- 
tification, and a letter was found 


on the outside of which the direction was 
given to open it when he was dead. The 
policeman on the beat was called in 
and summoned the police patrol wagon in 
which the body was removed to the Morgue. 


In the fall 
GOV. REYNOLDS’ CUFFS 


were thrown several feet from where the body . 


fell, and his clothes were torn open. 

Chief Janitor Mike Walsh made an examina- 
tion of the circumstances at once. It appears 
that Gov. Reynolds had been about the 
building for some time. He sauntered 
nto the United States Circuit Court anda few 
moments later into Mr. Selby’s office, where 
he engaged in a casual conversation with 
that gentleman. Several persons met him in 


the building. After leaving Mr. Selby ne 
stood outside of the door in the east 
corridor a few minutes and walked 


slowly toward the United States District 
attorney’s office, which he did not enter, how- 
ever, but turned into the north and south hall, 
into which the Assistant United States District 
Attorney’s office and the Marshal's office 
opened. Just beyond the Marshal's office he 
APPROACHED THE ELEVATOR 

and stepping into the gate passed out of view 
ofthe corridor. The elevator, which consists 
ot a platform connected to the cable by an 
ron yoke, was at the bottom of the 
sub-basement over eighty feet from the third 
floor. While out of view of those inthe cor- 
ridor he took off his hat and overshoes and 
cast himself down the shaft. 

The body was taken in the patrol wagon and 
carried immediately to the Four Courts, 

AT THE FOUR COURTS 
the letter found in the pocket was turned over 
to the Chief of Police. On the outside of the 
envelope on the front was an insorip- 
tion in pencil. The first part ot 
it was clear, bold and distinct. Under 
the signature was a further inscription not so 
clear and written apparently just before the 
fatal leap. The whole inscription was as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Memoranda to be opened immediately 
after my death, but not before. 
**THOSs, OC. REYNOLDS. 

My last thought will be for the welfare and 
happiness of my beloved and devoted wife,’’ 

The envelope was opened by the Coroner. 
Within was the following letter in the Gov- 
ornor's well-known handwriting: 

THE LETTER. 
26TH MARCH, 1887. 

Two years ago, trusting to my immunity 
from fever ina long sojourn in Vera Cruz, 7 
exposed myself to night air tor about a week 
in the Bay of Panama and at Aspinwall and 
got the Panama malaria into my system. I had 
thought it eradicated by change of climate and 
skiliful medical treatment but this winter 
it showed itself again. Oufwardly 
eceming to be in almost robust 
health I was troubled wigh the malarious 
symptoms, which, however, Dr. Jaminet 
was skilfully treating. About ten days 
ago, however, he discovered that 1 
had latent gout in my spine. During all this 
iiiness my mind a4 remained clear 


: 


ally fretful over business annoyances and 
disappointments. My affairs being in order, 
and my estate of about $25,000, produc-. 
tive and unimpaired. But within the 
last few days a great change has come over 
me. Troubled by insomnia and frequent 
nervousness, I suffer from persistent melan- 
choly. My mind has begun to wander, I have 
hallucinations and even yisions when I am 
| wide awake of msterialized spirits of deceased 
irelatives and friends urging me by 
signs to join them im their world. Life has 
become a burden to me. I combat the feeling 
by resolves to live for the sake of my dear, de- 
voted wife, and then again fear that becoming 
a physical or even mental wreck, I will be- 
eome a burden to her with her fragile consti- 
tution, and my limited estate and loss of in- 
come in such an event. 

Twice before in my life, many years ago, I 
had, under similar circumstances, an attack 
of what I afterward recognized 
as transitory or partial dementia. 
They were kept concealed by those around 
me, now all dead, and passed off without evil 
results. Of late, especially within the last 
two days, I have feared a similar attack, but 
much more violent. 

Lam now still in sound mind, and I write 
down this statement so that should I do any- 
thing rash my friends may feel assured that 
it was in some such temporary dis- 
order of my mind. Inthat event I commend 
myself to the mercy of God and 
the charitable judgment of men, solicit for 
my excellent and devoted wife the sympathy 
of my friends, and especially ask that my 
body be disposed of as.directed in my will. 

Tuos. C. REYNOLDS. 

The letter was written in ink and in a strong 

hand, and the signature was bold and free. 
SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Thomas C. Reynolds was born in Charles- 
ton, S. C., October 11, 1821, but removed while 
quite young to Virginia, where he studied 
at the University, and afterwards went 
toGermany to complete his education. In 
1842 he graduated in law at the University of 
Heidelberg and during the next win- 
ter pursued a literary course at the 
University of Paris, returning to Virginia in 
1843 and admitted to the bar the next year, he 
was Secretary of the United States Cegations 


j 


to Spain from 1846 to 1848, returning 
to America in March 1850, and 
located at St. Louis. From 1853 


In 1857 he was United States District Attorney 
for this district when he resigned. In 1860 he 
was elected Lieutenant-Governor of Missouri, 
and in the civil war sided with the Confed- 
eracy. 

Atthe close of the war he went to Mexico, 
where he staved till 1868, being there very in- 
timate with Emperor Maxmiliian. Since 1868 
he has practiced law in this city. In 1874 he 
was elected State Representative. 

He was a member of the commission ap- 
pointed some years ago to visit Souttf Ameri- 
can countries in the interest of commerce 
with the United States. When the present 
Administration came in he was an applicant 
for the Mexican mission. He was in 
Washington a good portion of the winter of 
1885-6, running over from Baltimore where he 
was living with relatives. Toward the end of 
the winter he gave up all hope of preferment. 
When In Washington he spent most of his 
time in the lobby of Willard’s Hotel, taking 
very little interest, apparently, in the affair 
of the capital. 

THE DUEL WITH B. GRATZ BROWN. 

In 1854 Gov. Reynolds fought a duel with the 
late B. Gratz Brown. The trouble between the 
two men grew out ot ~politics. Rey- 
nolds was a national Democrat and 
Brown A. Benton Democrat. Out of 
the warm political discussion in 
which both men participated prominently, 


there sprung a feud which culminated in 
the duel. It was fought on the east 
side of the river, opposite Carondelet, 


Both men fired when the word was given and 
the bullet from Reynslds' revolver struck 


Gov. Brown in the left knee. Reyn- 
olds was unhurt. Gov. Brown was 
laid up for only a short time. 


but Brown never recovered from the lame- 
ness consequent to the wound. Reynolds was 
adead shot and, it was said, did not aim to 
kill Brown, butto maim him, which he did. 
Gov. Reynold was married twice. His first 


wife was burned to death several years ago 
in a fire caused by the explosion 
of a lamp, in a building on 


Ninth and Pine streets, which has since been 
torn down. He was married to his second 
wife about three years ago, and she is now 
stopping at the Southern. 


The Volume of Currency. 
Cincinnati Enquirer interview with Speaker Carlisle, 

While on this subject, the Speaker con- 
tinued, want to say that there is no cause 
for alarm concerning the financial condition 
of the country inthe near future on account 
of a suppoged contraction of the currency. 
The currency has not been, and is not now 
being contracted. The volume of currency in 
circulation has increased more than $200, 000, - 
000 since June 30, 1882, and it is $25 , 000, - 
000 larger now than it was fourteen 
months ago. It is true that the cir. 
culation of National Bank notes has 
decreased $26,000,000 during the last 
fourteen or fifteen months, but the circula- 
tion of other forms of currency has largely in- 
creased, so that the total amount is now, as I 
said before, $25,000,000 greater than it was at 
the beginning of that period. There is $20, - 
000,000 more gold in circulation now than there 
was then, 

When the8 percent bonds are all paid, if 
the revenues are not reduced and the surplus 
is allowed to accumulate in the Treasury, we 
may have financial trouble, but it will not be 
because there is not money enough actually in 
the country to transact all the business of the 
people.’’

THE RAILROADS. 


JOINT FREIGHT RATES FROM EAST ST. 
3 LOUIS TO THE SEABOARD. 


The Effect the Tariffs Wil] Have on Interior 
Mar Adv Given to Seaboard 
Points — The C. & A, Kick — Another 
Order in the Wabash Case—Possession 
Given the Purchasing Committee April L 

The proof sheets of the joint freight rates 
from East St. Louis to the East have been 
issued and will go into effect April 1. It is 
possible that a few changes may yet be made, 
but the chances are that the rates will 
stand as they are. The chief difference 
to be noted in the rates is that they have been 
equalized with West-bound rates, and freight 


+... ina. 8 ow 


New York to East St. Louis. In making up 
the tariff the West-bound rates have been 
taken asa basis in nearly all cases, and 
the East-bound rates are reduced 
to that figure. The rate to New York under 
the old schedule is $1.26 and under the new it 
is 87 cents per hundred, the sameas the rate 
now from New York to East 8t. Louis. This is 
in accordance with the section of the law 
against discrimination. The rate to Boston 
and contiguous points is 97 cents, reduced 
from 126 cents; to Philadelphia, 85 cents as 
against 114; to Baltimore, 84 cents against 113; 
to Albany, 77 cents against 106; to Buffalo, 53.5 
against 75. These rates are for first-class 
freight and the other classifications maintain 


their proportions. The rate for cattle to New 
York is 40 cents. Under the new ciassifica- 
tion only six classes are numbered and the 
other nine classes are put under special heads, 
such as various kinds of live stock and dressed 
meats. 

The law instead of 8 the effect of in- 
creasing through rates, if anything, lowers 
them both ways; so that the advantage to the 
seaboard points is very great. There is 
another aspect of the rates which 
is troubling the lines and will 
be a source of considerable trouble 
to Chicago and other cities east of the Missis- 
sippi River. This is that the new rates under 


the law will affect all rates from 
the seaboard to local points on 
all railroads, and will open every 


point to the New York market at lower 
rates than can possibly be given to any inter- 
mediate market. Take the Chicago & Alton 
or the O. & M. for instance. The rate from 
New York to East St. Louis or the other way is 
87 cents. This makes it absolutely neces- 
sary that the rate from New York 
to every local point on the road 
should be less than 87 cents. Cincinnati or 
Chicago, therefore, will have to ship with the 
New York rate added to the local rate, while 
New York can go right into the territory of 
these cities and ship at through rates. There 
are only two alternatives, such intermediate 
markets must lose their trade or the railroads 
must sacrifice their local rates which is im- 
possible. Itsimply puts the seaboard closer 
to every point touched by the railroads than 
any intermediate market and New York can 
undersell any city west of it. 

The danger to local traffic has been seen by 
some ofthe roads and they are preparing to 


obviate it in some way. It has caused 
loud protests in Chicago and elsewhere. 
It works both ways and would 


inevitably send All grain and produce direct 
to the seaboard, a consumation devoutly 
wished by the trunk lines. The first road to 
take action on the threatened danger is 
the Ohicago & Alton, which has given 
notice that it is out of through business 
on westbound traffic. This action is taken to 
protect its local tariff, as the acceptance of 
the rates would amount to a 50 per cent re- 
duction ofits locals. General Freight Agent 
Courtwright has issued the following circular: 

Irespectfully give notice that at present itis 
not the intention of this company to open its 
line on the basis of a pro-rata of the rate fixed 
froin seaboard and other Eastern trunk line 
points to East St. Louis, except on certain 
commodities and business, which will be here- 
after enumerated in special tariffs to be issued 
as soon as possible. 

„Rates and divisions heretofore in effect 
between points east of Chicago and other 
junction points and East Louisiana, will for 
the present be discontinued. Traffic destined 
to Missouri River points are beyond, hereto- 
fore subject to East Louisiana rates and 
divisions, will, until further notice, be sub- 
ject to tariffs and classifications as fixed from 
Chicago, Joliet, Dwight, Bloomington, Alton 
and East St. Louis. 

This company will, however, accept as its 
proportion of athrough rate to said Missouri

vitation—Meeting of the Committee thi 
Afternoon. N 


The special committee appointed by Mayor 
Francis to take charge of the Cleveland popu- 
lar invitation will meet in the Mayor’s office 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon. Almost every 
member of the committee has signified his in- 
tention to be present. Frank Gaiennie, Gen. 
D. P. Grier, 8. W. Cobb, C, C. Rainwater, John 
W. McCullagh and Col. Nelson A. Cole will cer- 
tainly be present. Of the others, John 8. 
Moffitt is absent ig New York and. C. H. Samp- 
son left the city last night to be gone until 
Friday. The balance of the committee, it is 
expected, will meet with Mayor Francis to 
perfect arrangements for sending on the pop 
ular invitation. 

GEO. B. THOMPSON, 

Chairman of the Illumination Committee, said 
this morning: ‘‘I will certainly be present. I 
am heartily in favor of bringing the President 
to St. Louis if we can. This will give Mr. 
Cleveland the best chance he will ever have to 
popularize himself with the people of the 
West. He ought to come, but whether he 
comes or not it will be a good thing for St. 
Louis to invite him.“ 

It is probable that a proposition intended to 
surround a difficulty heretofore proposed 
will be made atthe meeting this afternoon. 
An objection to making the Presidential invi- 
tation a strictly Grand Army affair was this:

A WESTERN TOUR, 
if he comes west at all. In arranging the 
dates for his circuit he might not be able to 
fix upon the date of the Grand 
Army Encampment for his visit to 
St. Louis. II this date Was fixed 
upon specifically inthe popular invitation, 
the President might feel that he would not be 
welcome atany other time. As a fact the 
people of St. Louis want the President to visit 
them at any time. It he cannot come in Sep- 
tember he will be welcome in October. If he 
cannot come in October he will be received 
with openarms in November. The time of 
the Grand Army Encampmens has been fixed 
on particularly because at that time the city 
will be seen at its best. Part of the fall 
festivities will be in progress, the 
Exposition will be in full dlast, 
the streets will de illuminated, the 
Trades’ Display Association will give its an- 
nual parade during the week, and the city will 
be filled to overflowing with well-dressed 
strangers from all parts of the country. The 
time of the grand encampment has been fixed 
upon because there will be no time during the 
year when all parts and sections of the United 
States will be so well represented in the city, 
when the President will have so good a 
chance to mingle with the people from every 
State, and when the people of all States, 
and particularly those from the West, will have 
so good a chance to see the President.

with cases of domestic discord, The cases 
presented to-day were of the ustal character 
where no appearance or defense ig entered and 
they were rapidly dispose of. The following 
entries figured on the docket: 

INSULTED HIS FRIENDS. 

George W. Johnson seught a decree of di. 
vorce from his wife, Emma F. Johnson, to 
whom he was married at St. Charles on the 9th 
of October. 1882. They separated last October. 
Mr. Johnson alleged tha; he was at all times a 
faithful and devoted husband and did every- 
thing in his power to promote his 
wife’s comfort and happiness, but 
that she had péculjar ideas of 


the marital obligation, and ccnducted herself 
in an unbecoming mannef, usijg bad language 
and ge es her husband to various indig- 
nities. n the 26th of lag Jung he alleged that 
his wife came home unter the influence of 
liquor and grossly instited his friends who 
were in the house at the time.

A HONEYMOON OW AFARM. 

Theresa 8. Hinze had a peétuliar domestic 
experience in her ailiante with Friedrich 
Hinze from whom she prayed the Court for a 
divorce. They were married ch the 9th of last 
October, and they went to spend the honey- 
moon on a farm owned by bherhusband. She 
alleged that he at ce . asserted 
his ideas of domestic discipline, 
complained of the wat that she 
prepared the meal and said tjat no farmer's 
wife was a success in her sphete unless she 
was well whipped, at least once a day. He 
said moreover thatit was the tommon prac- 
tice of farmers in the neighborhood to whip 
their wives, and in fact then could kill them 
if they were so dispused, for no post mortem 
examinations were held in thdcountry.

A TERRIBLE TRIP. 


The Surviving Members of the -Ill-Fated 
Schooner Davis. 


NEw York, March 30.—Two men gazed from 
the deck of the bark Scots Bay, as she came to 
anchor off Quarantine yesterday morning, 
who, a few days before, had never expected to 
see land again. They were Capt. Williams 
and Second -Mate Dickson—all left alive of the 
crew of the schooner Marcus A. Davis of Phila- 
delphia. The schooner sailed from Fernan- 
dina, March7, for Philadelphia, with a cargo of 
lumber. She carried a crew consisting of 
Mate Benner, Second-Mate Dickson, Steward 
Sprague and two negro seamen. Rough were 
the gales that swept down on the schooner. 
Capt. Williams lost his course. On March 21 
he thought he was off Chincoteague, when in 
reality he was nearly 400 miles further north. 
Soon after the dawn, March 2, had changed 
to day a tremendous squall struck the vessel, 
and she capsized, going over on her broad- 
side. After hours of hard labor—the men 
were already nearly exhausted by work 


at the pumps—the main and fore-masts were 
cutaway. In falling they carried down the 
mizzen-mast.and the schooner slowly righted. 
She could not sink with her floating 
cargo, and there she lay, her decks flush with 
the water and the waves breaking over her 
from stem to stern. Mate Benner was pinned 
to the deck by a portion of the fallen rigging, 
which had broken his right leg. He lay there 
for an hour before he could be liberated. 
THE WOUNDED MATE 
was lifted on the afterhouse, and then the 
others climbed up. First the mate was lashed 
securely, and then the others lashed them- 
selves as best they might. Here they lay all 
through the day. Their sufferings were terri- 
bie. Whatever food was on board was below, 
thoroughly soaked with water, but no one 
dared to attempttogetit. Water wet them 
through and through, but they had none 
to drink. The mate died before 
body was unlashed and 
quick grave, carried over- 
board in an instant by the waves. Asthe sun 
rose on the second day of their exposure all 
were in an almost fainting condition. Sud- 
denly the two negroes were seized with a 
frenzy. They declared they would have food 
or die in the attempt to getit. They tore 
away the lashings that kept them from being 
washed away and jumped to the deck. One 
rushed to the weather rail. Here he was seen 
to stand for a moment and then disappear 
over the side. The other negro dived down 
the companionway and was seen no 
more. Through the day the remaining three 
men lay cramped on the little afterhouse. 
They saw a steamer or two in the distance and 
pow and then a sailing vessel, but their signal 
of distress was not noticed. During the night 
tne steward died. The next morning another 
sail was seen on the horizon and while the 
sufferers were watching its near approach, 
THEY LOST CONSCIOUSNESS, 
and knewno more until they opened their 
eyes in the cabin of the Scots Bay. Mate Pe- 
terson, with four sailors of the Scots Bay, res- 
cued the two men, and very modestly tell of 
the danger experienced in trying to board the 
schooner inthe very heavy sea. The bark’s 
log says: Got one of our boats cleared 
away, and with great 
her into the water. The ship was 
rolling very heavily at the time; the 
mate and four seamen got into herand made 
all possible haste to get to the ‘wreck. 
Could not board her, the sea breaking all 
around her and makinga clean sweep over 
her fore and aft, After several attempts at 
last succeeded in getting so near her that we 
could get hold of some of her rigging. Man- 
aged to take off the captain and second mate, 
being the only survivors of the crew. They 
were in very poor condition, not being able to 
walk, and had to be hoisted on board.“

Papier-Mache and Its Uses. 


From the Pittsburg Chronicle. 

„Well, cotton forms the basis of the 
paper used. The sheets are pasted together 
with dextrine until the mass is thick 
enough to go under the hydraulic press. 
There they are squeezed into any desir- 
able form, which, when dry, is as hard 
and a good deal lighter, bulk for bulk, 
than any wood.“ 

„Brief enough; goon.” 

This product is poreless, fibreless, sap- 
less and knotless. It is subjected for 
twenty-four hours to a High, drying heat. 
Then it can be worked with any kind of 
tool. The varnishing of itis a mere de- 
tail. 

“It is from this substance that are man- 
ufactured all those braceletsof large black 
beads studded with Scotch imitation dia- 
monds, all those necklaces, pins, clasps, 
and trinkets of all sorts that are taken 
for pitch coal or some precious wood. 
Again, those handsome bracelets,” com- 
posed of semi-lucid and opaline 
globules that seem to have been 
cut out of a stone formed by con- 
centric layers like certain precious stonés, 
are merely papier-mache, cemented with 
white varnish and coated with the same. 
So, too, those beautiful nacreous, painted 
and gilded trays, round tables and caskets 
that are known as Japanese work, are 
mere papier-mache. The Japanese know 
but one kind of gilding, while we have 
two—the dead and brilliant. We have, 
likewise, aliquid nacre taken from the 
scales of the whitebait that well imitates 
the white currant and certain transparent 
berries. The nacre is solidly inlaid by 
means of the hydraulic press, and finally 
the surface is finished with pumice stone 
to make it perfectly even, and covered 
with a colorless varnish of the first qual- 
ity.’

The Will Probated in the Surrogate’s Court 
of New York—Liberal Bequests to the 
Widow and Daughters and the Hus- 
bands of the Latter—Other Friends and 
Relatives KRemembered—James F. How 
and Estill McHenry Appointed Execu- 
tors. 


NEw YORK, March 30.—The will of the late 
Capt. James B. Eads of St. Louis was presented 
for probate in the Surrogate’s Court, to-day. 
After directing that all his just debts be paid, 
he bequeaths to his wifeand five daughters, 
Mrs. Genevieve Ubsdell, Mrs. Ade- 
laide E. Hazard, Mrs. Eliza E. How, 
Mrs. Josephine McHenry, and Mrs. Martha 
S. Switzer, equal portions upon all the profits 
upon the payments to be made by the United 
States Government for maintaining the jetty 
channel at the mouth of the Mississippi, after 
deducting one-twenty-fifth part for Mrs. 
Ward, of Atlanta, Ga., widow of G. 
W. R. Bayley. Out of the first haifof the 
million dollars to be paid him by the United 
States for maintaining the jetties, he be- 
queaths $45,000 to James Andrews of Alle- 
gneny City, Pa., and $10,000 to the widow of 
W. Milnor Roberts; also one-half of $25,000 to 


@ Mrs, Barton Bates, and one-half of $26,281 to 
Mrs. Ward, nee Bayley. 


He bequeaths to the 
widow of his former partner, William 8. Nel- 
son of St. Louis; $10,000 and interest out of 
the first half-million of dollars to be paid by 
the United States when due. Until then she 
is to receive her pro rata of Sper cent as it is 
paid by the Government. Besides his com- 
pensation for services on the work at the jet- 
ties, J. A. Ubsdell, son-in-law of the deceased, 
is given $10,000, to be paid out of 
the first half-million, and a like amount 
of the sécond half.

SPEEDY SHELLS. 


A New Boat Which Hanlan Will be the First 
to Try. 


When Biakey, the boat-builder of Cam- 
bridge, was asked the other day by a Boston 
Herald man whether the speed of single shells 
had been made faster of late, he said: 

**Certainly they have. Hanlan could never 
have made such fasttime at Worcester last 
year unless his boat was faster than any he 
had ever rowed in before, We haveall been 


wrong about some thingsin boat tow pas, but 
of course we are r all the time. nless 
we experiment we can develop nothing new, 
and every boat I build Itry to make fuster 
than the one finished before it. I think I shall 
be very well satisfied with my work this 
season. These boats you see in process 
of dullding are ordered by Edward Hanlan of 
Toronto, George W. Lee of New York, James 
A. Ten Eyck of Worcester, George H. Hosmer 
of Boston, J. J. O’Malley of Worcester, James 
Riley of Saratoga and Mr. Flanagan of one of 
our local elubs. None of them will vary a 
great deal from Hanlan's in dimensions—at 
least, not enough to be mentioned. Hanlan’s 
boat will measure 30 feet 6 inches long, 10% 
inches beam, 5% inches deep in the centre, 2% 
inches deep at the bow, 2 inches deep at the 
stem, and will weigh 27 pounds and a fraction.
